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Fire alarms plague South residence halls

The residents of Concordia 
and South Hall have had to 
evacuate eight times in the last 
three weeks due to problems 
with the fire alarm system. 
These alarms seem to occur 
both day and night and are real¬ 
ly starting to inconvenience the 
students. According to Chris 
Cyr, the resident director of 
South Hall, three or four of the 
alarms were caused by prob¬ 
lems in the sprinkler system. 
Since the two halls are connect¬ 
ed. each time the fire alarms go 
off in South Hall, Concordia is 
also affected. Two false alarms 
were a result of students cook¬ 
ing toast and bagels in their 
rooms. The source of one of 
the other alarms was a power 
failure on South Campus and 
surrounding neighborhoods, 
which activated the system. 

Dean Ellen Duggan believes 
that part of the problem is that 
the fire alarm system was not 
properly tested before students 
moved into the halls. With any 
new building, things need to be 


adjusted. Another cause for the 
high number of activations is 
that the system is highly sensi¬ 
tive. At the moment, it does 
not take much to trigger the 
alarm. Adjustments need to be 
made to resolve this problem. 
Each time the alarm does go 
off, the Lowell fire department 
has been quick to respond. 
Deputy Chief Fred Fahey stated 
that each alarm is treated as if it 
were a real fire. He explained 
that we really do not know 
what is going on until we arrive 
on the scene. He suggests 
strongly that all students should 
evacuate the building because, 
no matter how many false 
alarms occur, there is always a 
real possibility of fire. 

Although students have been 
cooperative, they are becoming 
frustrated. One of the resident 
advisors in Corcordia, Cheryl 
Rich, believes that solving the 
problem should be made a pri¬ 
ority with the school. She feels 
that these interruptions are not 
fair to the residents. She stated 
that the alarms are not our fault 


and something should be done 
about them. Karie Thompson, 
a resident of Concordia, agreed 
and said, “The students don’t 
really even want to get out any 
more.” She feels it is a very 
aggravating situation. 

The last alarm they had was on 
Sunday at 3:30am. Safety 
Officer Richard Lamoine is 
very aware of the situation and 
is trying to resolve it quickly. 
Lowell’s Deputy Chief Fred 
Fahey wants people to know 
that although the problems over 
on South are not being caused 
by the residents, he wants to 
emphasize that deliberately 
pulled alarms are very serious. 
The firemen who response are 
always in danger of injury. The 
equipment is heavy and acci¬ 
dents, such as putting a oxygen 
tank on the wrong way, can 
happen very easily. He asks all 
students not to activate an 
alarm unless it is necessary. 
Right now, the residents on 
South just hope they will not 
have to hear another fire alarm 
for a long time to come.

Reducing 
toxic waste

We have all heard of 
toxic chemicals and the 
problems associated with the 
hazardous waste that they 
produce. But did you know 
there will be an institute 
devoted to reducing toxic 
waste here at the University 
of Lowell? It will be called 
the Toxics Use Reduction 
Institute. 

The institute is being cre¬ 
ated as a result of the Toxic 
Use Reduction Act. 
According to Margie Alt, 
Director of Toxics from 
MASSPIRG, the bill came 
about after six years of mas¬ 
sive effort. 

The bill, initially opposed 
by industry, was rewritten 
so many in industry then felt 
they could support the bill. 
It became law on July 24, 
1989. Written into this law 
is the stipulation that the 
institute be located here at 
this University. 

The Toxics Use 
Reduction Institute will be a 
place where long-term 
research will be done. 
Industry engineers will learn 
how to use less toxic chemi¬ 
cals and the latest reduction 
technology will be present. 

The institute will be 
funded through fees paid by 
companies who use toxic 
chemicals. It wil prove ben¬ 
eficial to students who will 
be able to get hands on 
training in the field of envi¬ 
ronmental engineering. 
Perhaps the most exciting 
aspect of the institute is that 
it will put the University of 
Lowell on the map in a big 
way since it is the first such 
institute in the nation! 

We should feel proud of 
the people at MASSPIRG 
who helped get this bill off 
of the ground. The Toxic 
Use Reduction Act was 
sponsored by Rep. Geoffry 
Beckwith and Senator 
Michael Barrett. This law, 
and the Toxics Use 
Reduction Institute it calls 
for, will be trying to prevent 
toxic pollution rather than 
just looking for ways to 
clean it up! 

I am pleased to be attend¬ 
ing the University of Lowell 
where this important insti¬ 
tute is going to be located.

my modem to these special 
phone lines. I’m told that I’ll 
have to rent an “adapter" to 
attach my computer to the 
phone. I'm also told that I will 
only be able to call within the 
university — not very useful to 
me as all BBS’s are outside the 
university. 

I’ve had plenty of experience 
with this IBX system at another 
university, Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute in New 
York. The RPI system has 
seven-digit personal ID num¬ 
bers for each student. With 
these numbers, a student may 
make a long-distance call to 
anywhere from any phone in 
the university. The students 
receive a bill every month for 
their calls. If they made no 
calls, then they are charged 
nothing. The ID number is 
free, and each student receives 
one automatically. Why didn't 
ULowell pick up this option? 
The RPI system uses analog 
lines, yet still has all the fea¬ 
tures of the ULowell system. 1 
was able to attach my modem 
to the system easily, and call 
not only computer systems 
within the university but BBS's 
outside of it. My room had a 
wall phone which was too far 
away from my bed and desk, so 
I attached an extension and 
placed it on my desk. Very 
convenient for those unexpect¬ 
ed late-night calls. 

This is my first year living in 
Concordia Hall, as the universi¬ 
ty just made it co-ed. I found 
that the television reception 
was terrible. I could only get in 
a few channels relatively clear¬ 
ly, both in VHF and UHF. I

the shower stall below, posing a 
certain risk for the occupants. 

According to Larry Siegal, 
Director of Residence Life, 
these problems should be taken 
care of under warantee by the 
building contractor’s plumbers. 
"There were going to be some 
bugs and we knew it,” he said, 
adding that they have "begun to 
play hardball with the contrac¬ 
tors" in order to get the prob¬ 
lems fixed. 

Meanwhile, random work¬ 
men have been letting them¬ 
selves into the suites, promising 
to return as soon as the parts 
come in. 

Apparently, most of the prob¬ 
lems are caused by a flaw in the 
design of the water heating sys¬ 
tem. All of the hot water 
heaters are located on one end 
of the building. "We can do our 
laundry in steaming hot water, 
but the water we get to shower 
in is ice cold," said one resi¬ 
dent. 

Students also complain about 
the heat, which cannot be con¬ 
trolled by the residents. The 
heat rises, making it almost 
impossible to sleep on a top 
bunk. Even when they open a 
window, the heat lingers in the 
top half of the room, while the 
lower part becomes cold.

soon realized that something 
was actively interfering with 
the reception, and that whatever 
it was, it was digital. The TV 
set gave off that unmistakable 
screech of digital noise. 

Last night I decided to trace 
where that signal was coming 
from. Tuning my Walkman to 
an empty FM channel, I walked 
around the campus looking for 
the source. I got plenty of exer¬ 
cise, but no source. To my sur¬ 
prise, I found that the interfer¬ 
ence was coming from within 
the dormitory itself. So I took 
my radio inside and attempted 
to locate the source in there. I 
walked through both Concordia 
and South Hall, yet 1 couldn't 
find a source — the signal was 
everywhere! How strange that 
the interference was only with¬ 
in the building, and not outside. 


It’s as if someone had left all 
the faucets on and flooded the 
building with electronic noise. 
Then I realized that we had a 
possible source installed 
throughout the two buildings 
that could create such an effect. 
There was one in every room 
— the phone system. Sure 
enough, when I brought my 
radio close to my phone, it 
nearly deafened me with its 
screech. Picking the phone off 
the hook changed the tone of 
this noise. Source located. 

Each phone is attached to the 
wall socket by a generous 
twelve-foot cable. This cable 
happens to be unshielded — 
that is, if any radio-frequency, 
and twelve feet of cable in each 
room makes for a very large, 
dorm-wide antenna. All TV 
reception is effectively blocked 


out. 

There are some possible solu¬ 
tions to this problem. The most 
effective would be to replace 
the whole system with the ana¬ 
log version. Unfortunately, I'm 
sure this would be very expen¬ 
sive. Another solution would 
be to replace all the unshielded 
connections between the 
phones and the sockets with 
shielded cable. This would 
probably reduce the noise by a 
noticeable amount, but not 
eliminate it. Yet another solu¬ 
tion would attack the TV recep¬ 
tion problem directly: install 
cable TV in the rooms, even if 
it’s just a shared roof antenna. 

In the meantime, order your 
pizza, then try taking it to the 
Student Union to watch your 
game. 


"This is $19 million worth 
of real estate we’re talking 
about," said Larry Siegal, "but 
the contractors have had union 
problems, and it is taking time 
to get things done." He also 
added,"I want to thank the resi¬ 
dents for being so helpful-- 
they've been patient as saints." 

The saints, however, have 
nowhere else to live, and have 
to put up with the inconve¬ 
niences as they arise. It may be 
a while before this new resi¬ 
dence hall is actually as good as 
new.

University of Lowell presents 

Dave Brubeck Quartet 



“I like good jazz and this is 
good jazz" pronounced Mikhail 
Gorbachev when the Dave 
Brubeck Quartet played at the 
Moscow Summit last year. 
Composer, pianist, and jazz 
legend, Dave Brubeck has been 
playing good jazz around the 
world now for over forty years. 
An early pioneer in the use of 
odd-metered time signatures 
and harmonic experimentation, 
he first captivated audiences in 
the mid-forties. By 1954, 
Brubeck was a phenomenon — 
his picture was on the cover of 
Time magazine and his 
recordings were in every 
college dorm across the 
country. Until they disbanded 
in 1968, Brubeck’s famous 
original quartet — with Joe 
Morello, Eugene Wright, and 
Paul Desmond — played to 
unprecedented numbers of jazz 
fans and won one jazz poll after 
another. Through the following 
decade, Brubeck toured and 
recorded with several different

musicians including Paul 
Desmond and Gerry Mulligan 
and for two years led an all 
Brubeck Quartet with his sons 
Darius, Dan, and Chris. 

In his long career, Brubeck has 
recorded more than seventy 
albums; his “Take Five" single 
and “Time Out" album were the 
first jazz records to “go gold". 
He has also received countless 
honors and awards — among 
them four honorary doctorate 
degrees, the Campostela 
Humanitarian Award, and the 
BM1 Jazz pioneer Award and 
BMI Commendation of 
Excellence for “long and 
outstanding contributions to the 
world of jazz". After 
undergoing bypass surgery last 
February, Brubeck is back on 
the road playing familiar pieces 
like “Take Five" and “Blue 
Rondo a la Turk" as well as 
chancetaking improvizations — 
proving that after forty years of 
playing jazz, he’s still 
experimenting, still pushing the 


edge. 

Joining Dave on October 13 
will be Randy Jones on drums, 
Chris Brubeck on electric bass 
and trombone, and Bill Smith 
(a member of Brubeck’s 1946 
octet) on clalrinet. 

The concert will take place in 
Durgin Hall, located at the 
comer of Wilder and Pawtucket 
Streets on the university’s 
South Campus. The theatre is 
handicapped-accessible and 
free, lighted parking is nearby.

Book Review 

The Hunt for Red October and 
Red Storm Rising by Tom 
Clancy

One of the most popular 
authors of the year is Tom 
Clancy. A real estate agent 
with no military experience, he 
writes novels of Cold War 
intrigue which have become 
immensely popular. Popular 
enough to win him an audience 
with the President of the United 
States, according to his book 
jacket. 

The Hunt for Red October is 
his first novel. A Soviet 
submarine captain has decided 
to defect to the United States in 
Russia's newest, most advanced 
nuclear submarine. Tension 
builds rapidly as the Soviet 
Union scrambles its entire 
Atlantic fleet in a frantic search 
for the defectors before the CIA 
and American Navy can 
capture it. 

Within the sub itself, the 
suspense builds as only Captain 
Marko Ramius and a few of his 
officers know of the plan. The 
rest of the crew must be kept in 
the dark for fear of a mutiny. 

Jack Ryan is the innocent 
intelligence man elected to 
spearhead the mission. Ryan is 
not a regular CIA agent, so he 
escapes many stereotypes, but 
this does not save his character. 
Clancy attempts to humanize 
him by using frequent 
references to his wife and 
children and Christmas 
shopping, however he still fails 
to make Jack a truly believable 
character. He is rather 
cardboard and predicatable, 
lacking depth and true emotion. 

Red Storm Rising is an epic 
World War III scenario. Over 


Doerrfeld. Mr. Doerrfeld is a 
highly regarded composer and 
keyboard player whose 
command of electronics and 
expertise in African musical 
idioms create a memorable, 
hard-driving music. 

The other composers featured 
on this program will be: 
Christopher Stowens, Jean 
Hasse, Jeffrey Fischer, Herman 
Weiss, and Kimball Stickney. 

The Composers in Red 
Sneakers is a consortium of 
composers who have gained 
national and international 
recognition through their 
commitment to producing new 
music concerts of the highest 
quality in a relaxed and 
informal atmosphere. 

The record album. Composers 
in Red Sneakers (Northeastern 
Records NR220) is available at 
record stores and at the concert. 


700 pages long, it is an 
ambitious undertaking which 
attempts to estimate the 
intelligence and total military 
ability of NATO and The 
Warsaw Pact and predict how 
these two powers would act and 
react in a war situation. The 
main fronts are (of course) 
Germany, Iceland and the 
Atlantic ocean. Little attention 
is given to the rest of the world. 
Clancy's format is nice: short, 
quick moving sections which 
switch back and forth between 
the action. He uses too many 
characters for his ability, 
though. Characterization is one 
of his weak points and 
attempting so many is way 
above him. None are 
believable and I had problems 
keeping them straight. 
There is a lot of controversy as 
to how accurate his information 
is. He put it together by 
examining declassified 
documents and legend has it he 
came up with some classified 
information. Those in the 
know, however think much of 
his information is grossly 
inaccurate. For instance, his 
information about Iceland is 
very outdated —enough so as 
to make the entire implausible. 
Despite all these difficulties, 
Clancy manages to write one 
heck of a story. The novels 
grab you from action-packed 
starts to the mostly predicatable 
ends. They read up fairly 
quickly and are great 
entertainment. Warning: they 
are also very simple. If you do 
not think the U.S. and NATO 
are infallible, and the USSR 
irretrievably evil, you may have 
trouble swallowing most of it.

In June of 1989. the Native 
American Outreach 

Organization (NAOO) visited 
for a ueek at Wounded Knee in 
South Dakota. They were the 
first university group to be 
invited to spend such time with 
the Native Americans at 
Wounded Knee. Their eight- 
member group stayed with a 
family on the Reservation and 
talked with individuals in the 
community about issues of 
health, poverty, and self- 
determination. They spoke with 
people in the medical and 
educational fields, a member of 
the tribal law enforcement 
body, and other members of the 
community who confirmed the 
state of urgency in responding 
to needs of the community. 
From their discussions and 
photography they composed a 
slide presentation, fusing 
historical and contemporary 
issues of the Oglala Sioux tribe. 
The program is geared toward 
bringing a fresh awareness and 
historical understanding about 
the present-day circumstances 
of Native Americans and the 
historical events which led to 
those circumstances. The 


NAOO invites us to stop in at 
the South Campus Media 
Center, Room 222 on 
Wednesday, October 11th, 
when there will be the slides of 
the trip, cultural exhibits, art 
and jewelry exhibits (and a 
booth where guests can 
purchase Native American 
jewelry), and delegates from 
the Reservation. Program times 
are at 9 and 11 a.m. and at 1:30, 
3:30 and 7 p.m. 

The NAOO was formed to 
provide material aid to Native 
Americans through the 
Tivospaye Center in Colorado 
for the Wounded Knee 
community. NAOO has existed 
as an outreach program for two 
years at the University of 
Lowell and has initiated 
clothing drives and other fund 
raising activities. As a second 
and equally important function, 
NAOO is further dedicated to 
creating historical and social 
awareness of today’s American 
Indian. A member of the group 
shares her own unique 
experiences with us below. 

The ride down to the 
Reservation engulfed us in its 
mood, its motion. The land was 


wide and open with hills rolling 
like mid-ocean swells in all 
directions, lines of trees rising 
off them like dark foam. If the 
plains had a sound it was a 
bottomless resonating tone, like 
thunder, echoing through the 
ground. We drove along long 
winding roads, and watched a 
mare run through golden 
grasslands with her colt. In the 
Black Hills we saw deer and 
just as we were leaving them, 
buffalo. I had seen pictures of 
buffalo. I has seen them on 
nickels when I was younger, 
and since reaching South 
Dakota I had especially seen 
them on post cards. I had never 
been particularly impressed. 
Now, looking at them, I was 
struck dumb. Their sound was 
the sound of the plains, a low, 
full harmony yawning at me 
from where they stood calmly 
grazing. 

We drove on to reach the Pine 
Ridge Reservation and the 
Wounded Knee community 
within it. The community 
where many people lived was 
not large enough to be called a

town and more properly would 
be labelled a neighborhood. Ten 
or twelve wooden duplexes 
were huddled closely together, 
marking a drastic contrast to the 
expanse surrounding them. The 
mood of this place seemed 
discordant, the sound a muffled 
drumming, constricted and 
somehow desperate. Screen 
doors sometimes hung 
crookedly from their hinges, 
tears in the screening 
decorating the nearby graffitied 
walls. Shingles were missing 
from roofs. It was rare when the 
windows had shades or 
curtains. Certainly there must 
be solid doors. The South 
Dakota winter temperatures 
notoriously hold well below 
zero, and a -50 degrees wind 
chill factor is not uncommon. 
We were informed not all the 
homes had doors. The houses 
were so poorly insulated that 
last winter the people had to 
bum porches and parts of their 
siding for warmth. The sound 
in the back of my mind, the 
quiet drumming, now included 
a kind of mournful song, sung 
solo. 

Where we stayed was apart 
from the housing complex. We 
drove off the B1A (Bureau of 
Indian Affairs) Highway on to a 
sandy road for about a mile and 
a half to a house nestled in a 
small valley, enveloped in a 
panarama of hillsides. Our 
guest were generous with their 


home, their resources and their 
time. Many nights were spent 
up until after 2 a.m. with our 
host Johnny, who told us 
magnificent stories about the 
culture of the past and who 
sang us songs in Lakota. In his 
voice their was a strength, a 
solid sound reaching back into 
the past and pulling forward 
into the present. When Johnny 
sang you could hear the wind 
blow the chiefs forward. You 
could hear the snort of the pony 
and feel his breath. With 
Johnny it was not always clear 
what part of his soul existed in 
the past and what part in the 
present. Everything he sang and 
spoke of became “the forever 
now," and his sound burst forth 
to hold his people together as a 
pylon holds up an old wharf. 

We became so connected to the 
family, to the people, that I find 
there is little way, for me, to 
describe our journey other than 
with abstract prose. There arr 
many details I have omitted, 
where we went, what we did. 
They were omitted not because 
they are unimportant, but 
because in my experience they 
were not what stood out. I 
cannot speak for the group of 
us that travelled, because what 
we realized was that as the trip 
unfolded there were many 
journeys. Each of us found a 
different focus. There were 
Journeys of heart, there were 
journeys of social awareness. 


there were journeys of pain and 
of joy, and of self-realization. 
Never before have I been so far 
away from home and yet felt so 
at home with myself. I can tell 
you about literally hearing song 
sung to me from the past and 
people coming to me in my 
dreams to beg me to tell their 
stories to all of you. Perhaps 
that will not be your focus. 
Perhaps you will be more 
interested in the social 
conditions: the poverty, the 
alcoholism. Perhaps you would 
like to see the artistic 
expression of Native Americans 
from themselves in their bead 
work instead of through me as I 
would describe it to you. 
Perhaps you would be 
interested in how the people of 
Wounded Knee dealt with their 
issues of employment, 
medicine, and education. Each 
person who has travelled there 
is willing to be available to you 
to discuss their separate 
journeys. I invite you to come 
with your own focus and to find 
your connection with the 
people through us on 
Wednesday, October 11th in the 
South Campus Media Center, 
Room 222. We will try to 
address your focus through our 
slide presentation, discussion, 
and displays. Come be with us 
and help us to keep our 
connection alive. Washte 
(translated from Lakota: It is 
good).

A letter to President Hogan 


I cannot believe that you 
think you have acted appropri¬ 
ately in the way that you have 
dealt with the formal complaint 
concerning a tenured teacher 
this past spring. The onus is on 
students to carefully prepare 
documentation regarding inap¬ 
propriate behavior of an 
instructor, as it should be. But 
that grueling, and often emo¬ 
tionally painful process, is 
made with the intention of 
bringing the facts to review and 
conclusion by way of a formal 
inquiry and hearing. Once the 
formal complaint process has 
been started, students are obli¬ 
gated to its conclusion. How do 
you presume that a formal com¬ 
plaint processaoes not obligate 
you to its proceedings? 
Students feel that they take 
great risk in making complaints 


against an instructor. As with 
any serious infringement in our 
society, charges made concern¬ 
ing harassment, slander, and 
libel are due proper execution 
of analysis. They are not made 
with the intention of being 
passed by and relegated to aside 
comments made to a close per¬ 
sonal party of the professor in 
question. 

I can only guess at your 
motivations for disregarding 
student interests. No one wants 
to deal with such unpleasant 
events, have you mistakenly 
assumed that you have avoided 
the ugly circumstances sur¬ 
rounding this complaint by 
ignoring it ? You have risked 
infecting the student body with 
mistrust of further dealings 
with you, and possibly your 
credibility at this school.

This weekend at Wannalancit 
Mills, school vandalism 
reached new heights at the CS 
Department, as one of the new 
vending machines was violently 
smashed. The following is an 
account of one CS seniors reac¬ 
tion and thoughts...

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Refund Policy 

An undergraduate student who 
withdraws, in writing, from the 
University before the 21st day of 
classes will be granted a pro-rata 
refund of tuition and designated 
fees as prescribed below. The 
date of official academic 
withdrawal, as recorded by the 
Office of the Registrar, is the 
primary basis of any claim for 
tuition refund, but such refund 
also may be authorized for 
documented reasons and/or 
extenuating circumstances 
deemed acceptable to the Vice- 
President for Academic affairs 
or his/her designee. This refund 
policy is applicable to all full¬ 
time and part-time 
undergraduates, including inose 
enrolled as a “special" 
undergraduate or through the 
Second Chance Program. It is 
not applicable to those enrolled 
through Continuing Education 
Programs. 

Undergraduates are eligible for 
refunds of tuition and designated 
fees (except as noted elsewhere 
in this policy) in accordance 
with the following schedules and 
notations: 

On or before the first day of 
classes 100% 

From the 2nd day of classes to 
the 5th day of classes (inclusive) 
80% 

From the 6th day of classes to 
the 10th day of classes 
(inclusive) 60% 


From the 11th day of classes to 
the 15th day of classes 
(inclusive) 40% 

From the 16th day of classes to 
the 20th day of classes 
(inclusive) 20% 

Under no circumstances are the 
application fees refundable. 
Student Health and Student 
Accident Insurance are not 
refundable after the first day of 
classes. Meal Plans are 
refundable in accordance with 
the fee schedule until the 10th 
day of classes, thereafter, meal 
plan refunds are pro-rated on a 
weekly cost basis. 

In addition, orientation fees and 
tuition deposits (required for 
accepted students) are not 
refundable after June 15th for 
the fall term and December 15th 
for the Spring term. 

All housing refunds are made in 
accordance with the following 
policy: 

Notification of cancellation of a 
residence hall contract must be 
received at the housing office, in 
writing no later than the first 
business day of August for the 
Fall semester and the first 
business day of January for the 
Spring semester. A cancellation 
of the residence hall contract 
after the aforementioned dates 
will result in a refund in 
accordance with the schedule 
identified below, except in 
extenuating circumstances 


subject to approval of the Vice- 
President for University Life or 
his/her designee, and to the 
availability of an eligable 
replacement. 

Refunds of the residence hall 
costs are granted in accordance 
with the following schedule: 

Prior to the first business day of 
August/January 100% 

On or before the first day of 
classes (only applies if student is 
academically dismissed, 
graduates, transfers to another 
university, or officially 
withdraws from the University 
in writing to the Registrar' 
office) 100% 

Before the 11th day of classes 
50% 

From the 11th day of classes to 
the 15th day (inclusive) 40% 
From the 16th day of classes to 
the 20th day (inclusive) 20% 

All housing cancellations are 
subject to the loss of the room 
deposit, except for the following 
reasons on or before the first day 
of classes: academic dismissal, 
graduation, transfer to another 
university, or University 
withdrawal. Newly admitted 
students who pay the required 
room deposit and then decline 
admission will forfeit their $100 
room deposit. 

This refund policy is effective 
beginning with the Academic 
Year 1989-90.

Local elections are coming up 
soon for lowell residents. The 
City Councilors of Lowell have 
shown University of Lowell 
students in the past ten months 
that they don't care for our 
votes. In December of 1988, 
the City Council voted 8-1 in 
favor of a new ordinance that 
prohibited the parking of stu¬ 
dents in the neighborhoods 
around the University. 

This past month, the City 
Council voted in another ordi¬ 
nance that gives neighbors the 
right to pay for signs to put in 
front of their homes that give 
the resident the sole right to 
park in front of their homes. 

These ordinances were cre¬ 
ated to allieve parking prob¬ 


lems in areas of high conges¬ 
tion.. The two ordinances will 
only spread out the problem to 
surrounding areas, with resi¬ 
dents spreading out to other 
neighborhoods looking for the 
ever so scarce parking spot.. 

There is also an alterier 
motive to the city passing such 
ordinances. One city councilor 
was quoted in saying, "We have 
to make parking so constrictive 
so that the University will take 
responsibility for the problem." 

While the city makes the 
parking laws more restrictive, 
Lowell University students are 
finding themselves on the 
receiving end of tickets and 
tows. Lowell City Councilors 
find it easy to pass new laws, 
but not too many are their to 
help the students find solutions 
to the parking crunch here at 


school.
